Timeless value plastic 


you were relatively cool 
the mid chances are you owned 
Swatch two. Perhaps you told time 
with model GN701 GT700, some 
the first, very plain, single-color Swatch 
designs. Perhaps you eventually tired 
your Swatch, which had cost you only 
$30 and, after all, was made plastic. 
Perhaps you threw out. 

Big mistake. 

one comes believe after wan- 
dering through the world’s only Swatch 
Museum, situated the basement the 
Swatch Store JFK Street, Harvard 
Square. There, it’s possible view 900 
Swatch designs displayed behind plexi- 
glass, and hear that those early, plain 
Swatches sometimes now sell collec- 
tors for $1500 each. 

And that’s nothing. Had you spent $40 
1986 Swatch designed Keith 
Haring, you might now looking 
timepiece worth between $5000 and 
$30,000. If, that is, you kept exception- 
ally clean didn’t wear it, and retained 
its original box. And especially you still 
had the warranty slip. 

Swatches (the brand name cute 
contraction “Swiss” and 
ticked their first ticks 1983, and, since 
that time, 1600 designs have been pro- 
duced, most them sharing the same 
silhouette. But wasn’t until last March 
that Raman Handa, who owns the 
Swatch Store, set the museum. 
“Swatch Museum,” may have real- 
ized, sounds little humorous some 
ears. Kind like Fruit the Loom 
Museum, museum devoted Tup- 
perware. Yet anyone browsing the mu- 
seum’s displays, it’s clear that these 
watches are clever, well-designed, and 
thoughtful works art that just happen 
provide the hour and minute. 

There are swatches designed Sam 
Francis (Jackson Pollackish; might sell 
for between $300 and $800); the Bel- 
gian artist Jean-Michel Folon (in one, the 
hands emerge from man’s red 
eye); designer Vivienne Westwood 
(cherubs figure prominently); and pop 
artist Kenny Scharf (featuring monster 
with pointy fangs the face, green 
swirls and dots the band). There are 
Swatches designed Robert Altman, 
Akira Kurosawa, and Pedro 


Altman’s especially nifty. It’s got mir- 
rored face, and its hands are decorated 
with the words “Time Reflect.” 

Some the watches are meant more 
admired than worn. The three 
Swatchtables gourmet and artist Al- 
fred Hofkunst come mind: one has 
band that looks like slice bacon and 
egg yolk for face, another like side 
view (band) and cross-section (face) 
cucumber, another like red bell pepper 
(hard explain, but might resemble 
portion the human heart, worn 
the wrist). 

There are scratch-and-sniff Swatches 
(banana, raspberry, ice mint), Christ- 
mas Swatch whose face concealed un- 
der miniature “snowy” globe contain- 
ing clear liquic, fake snowflakes, and 
tiny chalet. There’s devil Swatch with 
horns and flames. There’s Swatch 
called Sex Tease, which little figures 
actually seem doing it. 

One either gets Swatched out, visiting 
the Swatch Museum, Swatched 
ready buy collect. And anyone who 
starts craving Swatch should know 
she good company. There’s even 
Boston Swatch Club, which, says its 
president, Debra Brogan, consists 
about people who meet every couple 
months talk about and look Swatch- 
es. Brogan herself once owned about 
the novelty timepieces but has honed 
her collection down 30. “It just got 
the point,” she says, “where had 
many that couldn’t have them out 
look and enjoy them.” Seems like 
problem the Swatch Museum was de- 
signed alleviate. 

Highlight the museum for me: 
display the very Swatch design that, 
according Amy MacLean, who often 
shows visitors around the museum, the 
Pope wears. It’s design called “White 
Horses.” White, with pink and green ac- 
cents and horses whatsoever. 


MacLean doesn’t know how the Pope 


came own White Horses. But, obvi- 
ously, matches his ensembles perfectly. 
The Swatch Museum, admission free, 
located JFK Street, Harvard 
Square. It’s open Monday through Satur- 
day from a.m. p.m., and Sun- 
day from noon p.m.

When saw the sales clerk typing 
his name and address from the check into 
point-of-sale terminal, asked the in- 
formation was going used send 
him junk mail. The clerk said no, but Beken 
contract the back the check 
which read: 

“Computer City agrees not 
place Robert Beken any mailing 
list send him any advertisements 
mailings. Computer City agrees that 
breach this agreement Com- 
puter City will damage Robert 
Beken and that these damages may 
pursued court.

Citing security concerns, the Clinton Ad- 
ministration taking its first step increas- 
ing pressure the Sudanese government 
over terrorist activities withdrawing 
American diplomats from the East African 
country.

The conservative Media Re- 
search Center (MRC) took two 
shots the Boston Globe 
recent issue its Notable 
Quotables, “compilation the 
latest outrageous, sometimes 
humorous, quotes the liberal 
media.” One was bull’s-eye, 
but the other just barely grazed 
its target. 

The direct hit concerned op- 
ed-page columnist Tom 
Oliphant. 

August 14, 1994, 
Oliphant praised Represen- 
tative Peter Blute (R-Shrews- 
bury) for defying then-minori- 
leader Newt Gingrich 
supporting President Clinton’s 
crime bill. Oliphant wrote that 


Blute and other Republi- 
cans who voted for the bill 
were “independent people with 
true grit and guts under in- 
tense pressure.” 

But December 17, 1995, 
column touting Blute’s 
Democratic opponent, Oliphant 
called Blute “the inconsequen- 
tial incumbent,” adding: “The 
failings go-alongs like Blute 
not that they are Gingrich 
clones; it’s that there’s de- 
tectable core.” 

When asked about his change 
heart, Oliphant called Blute’s 
crime-bill vote very rare ex- 
ample true independence.”

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The entangling alliances 


Globe columnist John Ellis

ohn Ellis’s arrangement with 

the Boston Globe unusual, 

say the least. Every Satur- 

day, the Globe’s op-ed page 

publishes his views the po- 
litical scene. During the rest the week, 
Ellis works consultant for Rasky 
Company, politically wired public-rela- 
tions firm headed Larry Rasky. 

It’s dual role that has provoked criti- 
cism the past, especially 1994, when 
Ellis, nephew former president 
George Bush and veteran political jour- 
nalist, repeatedly trashed State Senator 
Bill Keating’s challenge then-Senate 
President Bill Bulger. “He’s obviously 
person who can two things one time: 
genuflect and take dictation,”. furious 
Keating told the Phoenix that summer. 

That same year, Ellis provoked the 
anger State Treasurer Joe Malone’s 
spokesman, Eric Fehrnstrom, when El- 
lis column let Malone have for switching 
pro-choice stand. Fehrnstrom com- 
plained that Ellis was angry because Mal- 
one had put stop the lucrative bond- 
financing business that Rasky, former 
Democratic political operative, enjoyed 
under Malone’s Democratic predecessor, 
Bob Crane. 

Now the closely fought Senate race 
between Democratic incumbent John Ker- 
and Republican Governor Bill Weld has 
given rise renewed criticism about 
lis’s service two masters. 

Although Ellis’s opinion Weld has 
blown hot and cold the past, he’s made 
clear that this time around he’s with Big 
Red. “He’s smarter than Kerry, he’s fun- 
nier, he’s easier his own skin,” Ellis 
wrote December 16. “And has the 
great advantage knowing what thinks 
other hand, most adept political posi- 
tioning. does very good job lead- 
ing people believe he’s their side. But 
there’s not lot ‘there’ there.” 

Once again, Ellis’s principal critic 
Keating, Sharon Democrat who’s been 
thawed out after two years cryogenic 
suspension following his failure dis- 
lodge Bulger. unity gesture, new Sen- 
ate President Tom Birmingham named 
Keating the powerful Judicia- 
Committee. But Keating hasn’t forgot- 
ten the scorn suffered Ellis’s hands. 
And suggests that Ellis’s pro-Weld, 
anti-Kerry columns may come more from 
the wallet than from the heart. 

“Beating John Kerry the ben- 
efit Larry Rasky,” Keating charges. 
“Here’s situation, very similar mine 
two years ago, where [Rasky] has inter- 
ests front the governor right now. 
When somebody writes independent 
column, that’s their opinion. may not 
agree with it, but long it’s indepen- 
dent, don’t care. But this guy the 

Perhaps the most prominent example 
Rasky’s political business Suffolk 
Downs, which Rasky part owner. 
Horse-racing under siege Massachu- 
setts, and racing interests have lobbied the 
governor extensively get piece one 
Weld’s pet projects: bringing casino 
gambling the state. 

Ellis and Rasky, course, deny Keat- 
ing’s suggestion that Ellis dances Rasky’s 
tune, that Ellis praises pans pols and 
policies for reasons other than his sincerely 
held beliefs. fact, they both make emi- 
nently reasonable case for Ellis’s indepen- 
dence. And Globe editorial-page editor 
David Greenway says he’s confident Ellis 
would never use his column improperly. 


The Kerry camp, for its part, with- 
holding fire. Democratic political consul- 
tant Dan Payne, who’s helping with Ker- 
ry’s re-election campaign, calls Ellis “an 
honorable guy” and very bright, percep- 
tive columnist.” Payne’s beef, rather, 
with the Globe itself, which thinks has 


tilted its coverage toward Weld. (Certainly 


Weld has played the media game more 
skillfully than Kerry thus far; see “Where’s 
John?”, News, February 2.) 


matter credibility 

The issue, though, considerably more 
complicated than whether Ellis skews his 
columns advance business associate’s 
political agenda. Rather, it’s whether the 
credibility the Globe’s editorial pages 
can withstand continued questioning 
about the divided loyalties one its 
regular columnists. 

Make mistake, Keating not 
alone. He’s merely Ellis’s most outspo- 
ken detractor. 

Consider, for instance, this comment 
about Ellis from state official who asked 
not identified, and who not ally 
Keating: think what central the 
judgment the powers-that-be the 
Globe letting guy with many agen- 
das, many entangling alliances, present 
himself objective observer the po- 
litical scene.” 

consider Boston Herald editorial- 
page editor Shelly Cohen, who says she 
dropped public-relations consultant 
George Regan’s column several years ago 
because was becoming increasingly clear 
that Regan’s clients (the Herald among 
them), some from the political world, 
could create the appearance conflict. 

“We have all occasicn accepted op- 
eds from various and political con- 
sultants with various and sundry axes 
grind,” Cohen says Ellis’s column. “But 
have someone that position writing 
regular basis, think, would probably 
make tad uncomfortable.” 

Nick Daniloff, director Northeastern 
University’s School Journalism, puts 
this way: “The appearance impropriety 
there seems appearance impro- 
priety, think does raise question.” 

Insiders the Globe say that Ellis’s 
Rasky connection continuing, low- 
level, source discomfort. Yet Ellis’s de- 
tractors the paper declined quot- 
ed, whereas his admirers including two 
liberals who are many ways the conser- 
vative Ellis’s ideological opposites are 
outspoken their praise. 

“In all the years that have known John, 
the one thing that have never been any 
doubt about his integrity and the inde- 
pendence his views,” says op-ed colum- 
nist Tom Oliphant, friend Ellis who 
helped bring him the Globe. “Anybody 
can take Tinker-to-Evers-to-Chance con- 
nections and play with them. But 
wouldn’t elevate them the level seri- 
ous criticism the absence conduct.” 

Op-ed columnist David Nyhan, like 
lis, sometimes accused getting too 
close the politicians and causes sup- 
ports. Unlike Ellis, Nyhan staffer 
who’s financially beholden only the 
Globe. Nevertheless, Nyhan staunch 
defender Ellis. “You can’t have every- 
body being like Caesar’s wife, above suspi- 
cion, because then you’re going end 
with bunch eunuchs the op-ed 
page,” Nyhan says. “If you want know 
what’s going the center gravity 
the Republican Party, then this guy 
you want read.” 

Indeed, Nyhan gets important part 
the Ellis problem: the guy may simply 
too damn valuable dump. and 
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staff columnist Jeff Jacoby are the only lo- 
cal conservatives who appear regularly 
the op-ed page. And whereas Jacoby tends 
write more about ideas and philosophy, 
Ellis’s forte explaining the ins and outs 
politics. 

Ellis, 42, often described “Repub- 
lican political consultant.” fact, says 
he’s neither; he’s registered independent, 
and he’s never worked political con- 
sultant, although says probably 
won’t ever able the record 
straight. “I’m Nexis now,” explains 
ruefully. 

From 1978 Ellis covered politics 
for NBC News, rising from researcher

But last fall, when Keller moved Mon- 
days, Ellis’s output was upped once 
week. 

Ellis strongly defends his integrity, 
pointing out, for instance, that he’s written 
columns critical the banking industry 
even though Rasky’s firm represents bank- 
ing clients. addition, says that he, 
unlike Rasky, opposes legalized gambling, 
fact that believes should negate any 
conspiracy theories regarding Suffolk 
Downs. 

“My private business interests don’t 
have effect column, and some 
probably run counter the col- 
umn,” Ellis says. mean, it’s ridiculous. 
you read every column, you would see 
that I’ve been very critical Weld the 
past, and who knows? may 
again. don’t know.” 

Rasky has worked for Kerry the past, 
but says has good relationship” with 
Weld and likely stay neutral this time. 
(In 1992, according published reports, 
the Weld campaign declined accept 
$1000 contribution from Rasky because 
he’d publicly criticized the governor.

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raphy charges were brought because, ac- 
cording Martin Murphy, first assistant 
Middlesex DA, the material didn’t meet 
the “lascivious intent” test required for 
prosecution under Massachusetts law. 
But when Zona developed the roll 
35-mm film, employee was reportedly 
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disturbed the nude images, and the lab 
called the police. Upon examining the neg- 
atives, the police prevailed upon Zona 
join them what can reasonably de- 
scribed sting. Zona lured Angeli the 
lab and kept her there until the police 
could swoop down confront the sus- 
pected child pornographer and sexual 
abuser. 

Zona, one the best-known photo labs 
the state, does work for professional 
photographers, including many with na- 
tional reputations. (My wife, portrait pho- 
tographer Elsa Dorfman, was Zona 
client until this incident caused her turn 
elsewhere.) Considering Zona’s sophisti- 
cated photo-art customers, inconceiv- 
able that the lab has not processed thou- 
sands these kinds images over the 
years. Yet written statement submitted 
Sragow co-owners Otremba and Os- 
good Angeli’s sentencing claimed that 
the folks Zona “were deeply troubled 
the images saw Ms. film” 
and had “heartfelt concerns.” result, 
they told the judge, “We chose contact 
those who are experienced investigating 
possible child abuse. 

“What occurred subsequently was not 
our doing,” they added. 

But Zona absolve itself quickly 
responsibility for “what occurred sub- 
sequently.” For one thing, the uncontra- 
dicted testimony that while Angeli was 
arguing with the police who had just ar- 
rested her, Zona employee took Nico 
the hand and escorted him out the 
room. The employee claimed that did 
this order protect the child from ex- 
posure the increasingly confrontational 
scene that was developing between his 
mother and the police. From 
point view, total stranger was walk- 
ing off with her child. parent would 
have inhuman not react with 
anger and fear such situation. 
here again, Zona’s expressed concern for 
the welfare the boy boomeranged. 

the sentencing, however, Zona 
stooped considerably lower causing 
Angeli and, consequently, her son 
grief. its written “victim impact state- 
ment” submitted Judge Sragow, Zona 
lambasted Angeli for assaulting and injur- 
ing Zona employee (despite ac- 
quittal the assault charge), and for 
damaging the lab’s reputation and caus- 
ing lose customers. 

“What cannot easily repaired,” 
they wrote, “is the harm Ms. Angeli and 
her supporters have done and continue 
the reputation and good name 
Zona Photographic Labs.” Since the sup- 
porters (including, way disclosure, 
wife and me) who voiced their views 
radio and television could not pun- 
ished, obviously was Angeli who was 
bear the full brunt others’ exercise 
free speech. 

And as-yet-unreported pre-trial in- 
cident, prosecutor Denelle threatened An- 
chief trial lawyer, John 
Swomley, saying that she was considering 
charging Angeli with “tampering with wit- 
ness” because some Zona customers, 
out sympathy for Angeli, were threaten- 
ing take their business elsewhere. Swom- 
ley challenged her right ahead, and 
Denelle backed down. Since Angeli would 
have been within her constitutional rights 
urged boycott Zona, this was just 
another example effort punish her 
for her supporters’ legally protected actions. 

final insult Angeli, Otremba and 
Osgood urged Judge Sragow “to make 
clear Ms. Angeli that her actions 
November were unconscionable” and 
“require counselling therapy for Ms. An- 
because “we believe she needs that 
help.” 

Sragow did indeed “make clear.” 
Over the objections Swomley, she ac- 
cepted the Otremba/Osgood statement 
part the sentencing proceeding. Next, 
Judge Sragow offered let Angeli off 
with months probation, rather than 
prison sentence, she would compensate 
Zona and perform hours communi- 
service. (The also demanded that 
Angeli apologize.) Angeli refused. fit 
pique such defiance her authority, 
Judge Sragow, apparently unconcerned 
for the welfare the child, ordered the 
mother locked immediately. 

Sragow compounded the insult and the 
injury refusing allow Swomley even 
argue that Angeli had suffered suffi- 
cient physical punishment and brutality 
the hands the police and that incarcer- 
ation would overkill. extraordi- 
nary for judge refuse allow 
lawyer argue point, yet the judge 
this time was personally offended 


being defied that she decided throw 
the book Angeli, rather than withdraw 
favor more dispassionate judge. 
Sragow went far refuse allow 
Angeli remain free pending appeal, 
meaning that, Angeli wins her appeal 
(and she has very substantial legal issues 
her side), she will have already served 
her sentence. 

Perhaps the DA’s position was pre- 
dictable. The often depends police 
cooperation and doesn’t like cross the 
department. But case where the po- 
lice obviously overreacted the basis 
erroneous judgment (one detective testi- 
fied that only sick person would take 
such photographs), and where Angeli was 
reacting pretty much most parents 
would under similar circumstances, the 
prosecutor’s office should have resisted 
pressure vindicate police conduct 
prosecuting.

After the trial, Angeli’s instructor, 
Lueders-Booth, told the Crimson that 
supported Angeli, that the case resulted 
from misjudgment the part the 
photo lab,” and that “there was absolutely 
question anything being wrong with 
the pictures.” But Harvard hasn’t made 
single public statement supporting its stu- 
dent its instructor’s contentions. 

1989, the Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court acquitted father 
charged with pornography for pho- 
tographing his 15-year-old stepdaughter 
bare-breasted. The court ruled that the 
pictures were “expressive” activity protect- 
the First Amendment’s free-speech 
guarantee, and that constitutional, 
the state’s child-pornography statute could 
target nude child photography only en- 
gaged with lascivious intent. The fatal 
defect the statute, not requiring that 
such intent proven, was illustrated 
the court with the following observation: 


The overbreadth [the child-pornog- 
raphy] statute substantial. crimi- 
nalizes conduct that virtually every 
person would regard lawful. [It 
would], for example, make criminal 
parent who takes frontal view 
picture his her naked one-year- 
old running beach romping 
wading pool. The artists who paint- 
some the world’s greatest paint- 
ings engaged behavior made un- 
lawful under [this statute] they 
used child models. 


Subsequently, the statute was amended 
require proof lascivious intent be- 
fore prosecution could brought. 

Both Zona and the police were obvi- 
ously unaware that the SJC had bestowed 
First Amendment protection these 
kinds pictures. Even so, Zona had 
simply telephoned its client rather than 
call the police and engage sting, the 
lab would have learned that the photo 
was son, and that she had tak- 
the pictures for project Harvard.

After 
few years, his flawlessness started make 
everyone sick. looked for his faults and 
latched onto them when found them. 
resented him, flat out. had too 
much.

Only with 
Michael pushed too far, and simply 
said goodbye. retired from basketball 
the summer 1993.

But more than that, 
leaving him alone. Jordan simply

exemplified style basketball that 
couldn’t stand the individual, chest- 
thumping, tongue-wagging, me-me-ME 
style play that seeped into the NBA 
the mid made want puke 
whenever someone compared Jordan 
Larry Bird and Magic Johnson. Their 
teams won. Not only were they superstars, 
but they raised the play everyone 
around them. They saw things bas- 
ketball court nobody else would ever see. 
They saw these’ things before they hap- 
pened, not they happened. Jordan 
couldn’t connect with his teammates 
that level. And never would. 

Jordan was what was: the most tal- 
ented scorer who ever played. put the 
ball the basket. didn’t matter who 
played with. And got the scoring ti- 
tles and the commercials and the money 
and the recognition, but his teams were 
never good enough win champi- 
onship. Jordan’s supporters blamed this 
his teammates, the fact that never 
played teams like the Celtics 
Lakers.

With the Bulls, 
Jordan always took the big shots and al- 
ways made plays, sapping his 
teammates’ confidence. When was time 
for them step up, they 

God, loved watching Jordan lose the 
playoffs. could never compared 
Bird and Magic didn’t win; long 
Michael kept losing, their legacies were 
safe. But then Phil Jackson took over 
the Bulls’ coach 1989 and banged one 
fact into Jordan’s brain you will never 
win unless you get your teammates in- 
volved. Jordan scored little less (32 


points per game, not 37) and made 
honest effort let his teammates con- 
tribute. was admirable. And one season 
later, just Jackson predicted, the other 
Bulls stepped up. Forwards Horace Grant 
and Scottie Pippen played like All-Stars, 
and the team raced through the finals 
against Los Angeles. the decisive fifth 
game, there was pivotal moment the 
Bulls needing basket put the game 
away, Jordan driving the hoop, seem- 
ingly about force shot. Suddenly 
tosses the ball back guard John Paxson, 
who nails three-pointer. Phil Jackson 
called the best moment the season. 
They had finally become team. 

Begrudgingly, had admit was 
wrong. Jordan still couldn’t connect with 
his teammates the transcendent 
Bird/Magic level, but was good that 
gave everyone else the same confi- 
dence. they could just their jobs, 
would take care the rest. And did.

The whispers still spread Jor- 
dan had been secretly suspended for year 
the NBA for gambling; Jordan was act- 
ing irrational because his father had been 
murdered (because Michael?). The truth 
was this: was just confused. bas- 
ketball player, had nothing left prove.

cheers had slowly evolved into apprecia- 
tion deed done well, deed that had 
been done well for years. baseball, 
was different.

played baseball, and learned 
about himself. was humbled his pal- 
try .193 batting average and his inability 
improve. Maybe had started years 
earlier, time could have been ser- 
viceable player. But was 31. was too 
late. When the baseball strike carried 
into the spring 1995, was over. And 
returned the Bulls, humbled, rest- 
ed, with something prove. had been 
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himself. Back the court, he’s made the Bulls real team. 


the best player basketball, good that 
took for granted, and now appre- 
ciated and wanted back. Basketball 
was his destiny. realized now. This 
was his gift. Only something had changed. 

Us. 

appreciated him now. didn’t be- 
fore. had been busy tearing him 
down and raising our expectations him 
that never realized what had: the 
best player the earth. And now was 
back, only was more human than be- 
fore. wasn’t superhero. baseball 
player, sucked. But was good this, 
basketball, and were his corner. 
scored points against the Knicks 
his fifth game back, surely one the most 
remarkable athletic achievements mem- 
ory.

And since the golden rule 
establishment politics “Them that 
has the gold makes the rules,” the Re- 
publican candidates establishmen- 
tarians all, with the possible exception 
right-wing bad boy Pat Buchanan 
shouldn’t protest too loud. 
Forbes that has his rivals headlock. 

all comes blows the next 
dozen days; Republicans will com- 
plete their caucus next Monday, Febru- 
ary 12, and then “panic week” begins. 
The week before the February New 
Hampshire primary that quadrennial 
quirk American politics will likely 
restore sense frenzy this so-far 
sleepy election. The little Caucasian 
state New Hampshire (they don’t call 
the White Mountains for nothing), 
worthy not, well positioned, once 
again, determine who’s up, who’s 
down, and who’s out. 

“This primary the first real test 
these candidates,” says former Manch- 
ester Union-Leader editorial writer Jim 
Finnegan, now state chair the 
Buchanan campaign. “Maybe the first 
and last test. It’s the only chance the 
American people get see these can- 
didates they really are.

Dole stepped the right lessen 
the contrast. And brandished his in- 
sider muscle and ruthless political bite 
keep Gramm under water. First 
came the attacks Gramm from New 


needs fistful Steve Forbes’s nerdy locks, and 
needs fast.

It’s secret why Forbes suddenly besting Dole 
some polls coming out the Granite State. 
the process drowning Dole and other 
Republican presidential hopefuls sea paid 


Hampshire politicos including Gov- 
ernor Steve Merrill (who later en- 
dorsed Dole) accusing the Texas 
senator trying undermine New 
Hampshire’s first-in-the-nation prima- 
status. Then, when Gramm’s 
investment soft-porn comedy flick 
was reported, Dole took the Senate 
floor attack Hollywood for smut and 
violence movies. had found 
conservative issue that Gramm could 
not champion without bringing ridicule 
upon himself. was vintage Bob Dole, 
the sharp-tongued tactician, boxing 
yet another rookie. 

Further bollixing the hopes 
Gramm (and Senate colleagues Dick 
Lugar and Arlen Specter, and former 
Tennessee governor Lamar Alexander) 
overtake Dole was the spring, sum- 
mer, and fall presidential toe-dip- 
ping House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
and General Colin Powell. The only 
Dole rival who flourished their shad- 
ows was Pat Buchanan, the former 
Nixon and Reagan speechwriter who 
had challenged then-president George 
Bush Buchanan’s New Hamp- 
shire experience candidate and 
handler served him well, 
plainly outworked the other candidates 
the land Live Free Die. 

“We came here early,” says 
Buchanan’s New Hampshire campaign 
manager, Peter Robbio. “We met with 
pro-life and gun groups, with the Chris- 
tian Coalition, and with Ross Perot sup- 
porters. rose second the polls.” 
Buchanan has worked the small moun- 
tain towns northern New Hampshire 
harder than any the others, building 
his base from the geographical well 


the ideological margins. 

Buchanan picked the support 
the Union-Leader, the largest daily 
the state, with long history using 
the primary forward its arch-conser- 
vative agenda. (This was major coup, 
because year ago the newspaper ap- 
peared leaning toward Gramm.) 
“Then,” says Robbio, “we concentrated 
economic conservatives.”

Here’s the question from Marilyn’s column: 


true that the rich pay very little tax? 

No, and this the myth, more than any other, 
that has created the unwarranted and destructive 
dissension among the so-called economic classes 
this country. The wealthy pay truly stunning 
amount tax, and there are virtually exceptions. 
Anyone who thinks otherwise has been misguided. 


Regarding Marilyn’s answer, just say that when 
you make sweeping claims like this you might want 
back them with little detail. She’s not wrong, 
though. general proposition, the wealthiest 
Americans pay the bulk the individual income 
taxes collected the US. That’s point worth making, 
since the belief that the rich pay zip while the little guy 
gets slugged the impetus behind the “flat tax” propos- 
al, the stupidest idea come down the pike since pet 
rocks. 

Here are the numbers for 1992, the latest year avail- 
able, from the Statistical Abstract the United States. 

The top seven percent those filing returns, those 
reporting adjusted gross income $75,000 more, 
paid percent total income taxes. 

People making $75,001, group that includes many 
households which both spouses work, may object that 
they don’t feel particularly rich. They should talk 
single mom who’s mopping floors. But let’s work our 
way the income scale: 

The top three percent filers, those making 
$100,000 plus, paid percent the taxes. 

The top four-fifths one percent filers, who 
make $200,000 more, paid percent the taxes. 

The top one-20th one percent filers, those 
making million more and Tom Wolfe’s little 
demonstration Bonfire the Vanities notwithstand- 
ing, nobody’s going tell those guys aren’t rich 
paid percent the taxes. That’s mere 67,000 
households, who average paid income tax 
$707,000 apiece. 

Okay, but what about Marilyn’s second point, namely 
that the rich pay big with “virtually exceptions”? 
their entertaining 1994 book, America: Who Really Pays 
the Taxes?, investigative reporters Donald Barlett and 
James Steele note that the number filers reporting 
incomes $200,000 plus who paid tax, presumably 
through outrageous but legal tax dodges, has risen 
steadily, from 155 1966 1081 1989, despite 
numerous attempts plug the loopholes. That sounds 
pretty bad, but let’s put perspective: the number 
people making over $200,000 shot dramatically dur- 
ing the same time, from 13,000 1966 787,000 
1989. The proportion rich tax dodgers has dwindled 
from one percent the $200,000-plus class one- 
10th one percent recent years. 

The purpose this exercise not make you feel 
sorry for the poor rich people. Quite the contrary. 
Barlett and Steele make the point that most efforts tax 
“reform” are really efforts reduce the tax burden 
the wealthy. The most blatant recent example this was 
the tax act 1986. Between 1986 and 1987 the effec- 
tive tax rate millionaires fell from percent 
percent, and result they paid $3.6 billion less tax.

When you finally had 
the manuscript finished, 
how easy was find 
publisher? 

Well, had some diffi- 
culties. had two different 
agents. First, had one who 
sent out, and think the 
book needed more work 
that time. Maybe shouldn't 
have put out yet. But the 
agent was fairly commer- 
cial agent, and think that 
maybe the right kind 
book for that. 

Then rewrote parts it, 
and new agent took it. lit- 
erary-fiction agent.

And 
don't think difficult 
some people think imag- 
ine your way into other peo- 
lives. the point 
reading and writing 
imagine other lives. 


Many your reviewers 
seem stunned that woman 
who isn't yet can imagine 
well what like 88. 
But guessing that few 
any your reviewers are 88, 
either. wonder you've 
had any reaction the book 
from people that age 
range? 

Yeah. Last weekend, 
was this bookstore 
Chester, Vermont, where 
they hosted writers who 
are publishing their first 
books. read the trash scene 
(see sidebar), and several 
older people came after- 
ward and said, “This fa- 
couple the peo- 
ple the reading were peo- 
ple who had fairly elderly 
parents, and were now fairly 
old themselves. One man 
came and said, think 
that person the book.” 

Old people are just 
much more interesting than 
young people, and 
obsessed with young people. 
And can see why care 
about young people: 
the future, full 
life and wonder the world, 
which wonderful. all 
want around that. But 
old people have lived life, 
and have much offer. 

What did you want 
express through this 88- 
year-old character? 

wanted write about 
very ordinary woman. 
talk about what was extraor- 
dinary about her, and also 
talk about how all have 
that weight memory, even 
those memories aren't dra- 
matic. what shapes 
us. Our experiences and our 
memories. 

This country ob- 
sessed with thinking can 
change and start over all the 
time. People always think, 
“Okay, that relationship 
ends. can get married and 
start over again.” always 
think can start over, 
which good great, 
compared being stifled. 
But also, think, not true 
human emotions. You 
can't just eternally start over. 
These things form you, 
drag you down. You have 
fight against it, guess. 
sort fight against being 
dragged down. 

the nature time, which 
one the major themes 
your book. 

time and age are interrelat- 
ed. People experience time 
subjectively, that, for Ruth 
the book, she has the two 
watches. One the ordinary 
digital time, which clicking 
forward the shared sense 
time, and the other her 
late husband watch, 
which stopped, least 
slowed down, years be- 
fore. And even her watch 
throwing her back into the 
past. For her, normal time 
stopped when she was dis- 
appointed love. 

Time interesting 
thing with old people.

restaurant will honest about 
few things,” M.F.K. Fisher 
wrote, “it can outlive any rival 
with long and pretentious 
menu.” doesn’t have the 
most elaborate food the city, the 
toniest atmosphere, but blends enough 
each for winning meal notably 
modest price. recent dinner, four 
ordered more than could eat 
three appetizers, four entrees, bottle 
red wine, dessert, coffee and escaped 
for well under $100 before the tip. 

Donato Frattaroli, chef and owner, 
opened his 60-seat Prince Street restau- 
rant about four years ago. Its fraternal 
twin (he resisted the temp- 
tation name “D-2”) 
year old and third the 
size, with prices that run 
about dollar higher per 
item. The restaurants’ an- 
tipasti, sandwich, and salad 
menus are nearly identical, 
but the North End loca- 
tion’s entrees appear 
Charles Street only spe- 
cials, about five six each 
night. 

Tucked between Hanover 
Street and North Square, 
the larger two long 
rooms decorated brick 
and beige grasscloth. has 
what must the world’s 
only stylish track lighting, 
bright little halogen lamps 
that hang low over each 
table arrangement that 
keeps things bright enough 
read without giving the 
room Clinical glare. 

The owner grew 
Abruzzi, south-central 
Italy, but works pre- 
dominantly Northern 
Italian idiom. started with impetata 
cozze ($6.50): mussels sautéed garlic, 
white wine, and bay leaves. The bread 
the table plain, with thin and crispy 
crust was ideal for sopping the 
dish’s rich broth. 

For antipasto, the ($7.50) was 
twist the classic caprese sliced 
tomatoes, basil, and rounds mozzarella 
which the cheese was smoked, and 
came with pile roasted red peppers 
bed torn lettuce, along with few 
plump green Sicilian olives. Fresh toma- 
toes February are tall order, and 
found decent ones bright and juicy, 
still detectably winter fruit. 

The wine list short, carefully chosen 
(though years aren’t given), and afford- 
able. ordered bottle Centine, 
Rosso Montalcino produced Banfi. 
turned out the with the bal- 
ance and versatility handle most the 
dishes ordered. Remarkably, 
$16.50 the basement the wine list 
many restaurants was one the 
most expensive bottles offered. 

Entrées arrived quickly. Porchetta 
($7.95), roasted pork, came with red 
peppers, potatoes, and ribbons mari- 
nated eggplant. The meat was tender 
enough cut with firm push fork. 
Petto pollo ($8.95) was chicken 


sautéed with the works: anchovies, black 


olives, mushrooms, capers, and white 
wine. The olives were basic, pitted and 
without much tang, but the sauce com- 
pensated with full anchovy flavor and 
hint rosemary. 

The winner among the second courses 
was gamberi arrabbiata over linguine 


($11.50). The name literally means “furi- 
ous shrimp,” but spice-conditioned 
palate, the hot and peppery red sauce 
was more compelling than infuriating: 
built just-briny foundation an- 
chovy (and, like the chicken, loaded with 
mushrooms), the sauce came with 
pleasant, progressive warmth. 

offers one dessert: tiny, gemlike 
round-bottomed glass, rich 
with espresso and mascarpone. Cappuc- 
cino was unexceptional but fine. 

The Charles Street cozy 
storefront that shows the same sort 
light-handed sophistication the North 
End spot. has sponged yellow walls, 
low ceiling, and gray stone fireplace 
the widest I’ve ever that domi- 
nates the room. 

This has been fa- 
vorite sandwich spot since 
I’ve known about it; the 
roast lamb ($5.75), which 
comes with marinated 
eggplant bread sliced 
long, meal itself. 

recent dinner began 
with crusty bread and 
dish olive oil flavored 
with white peppercorns and 
rosemary. The crostini misti 
appetizer ($3.75) was bit 
disappointment, since 
all six slices toast were 
topped with the exact same 
salsa diced tomatoes, 
garlic, basil, and oil not 
quite the “mix” promised. 

bowl soup put that 
out mind. freez- 
ing-cold night, the riso con 
fagioli ($4.75) was piping 
hot, hearty white beans 
and rice rich tomato 
base that required great 
feats blowing just 
cool enough swallow. 
Equally comforting was 
one the specials, three-cheese risotto 
($10.95) with romano, mascarpone, and 
provolone. Poured over the top, plain, 
sweetish red tomato sauce with basil pro- 
vided nice contrast the earnest rich- 
ness the dish. 

pride its meats. leg lamb 
the same roast used for the sandwich 
infused with garlic, bay, rosemary, 
salt, and pepper before slow-roasting. 
The roast-lamb special ($11.95) was ar- 
ranged unpretentiously, spread near- 
medallion-sized slices with little fat 
left on, the meat brown and flavorful with 
just few spots pink. The plate was 
rounded out with soft roasted potatoes, 
caramelized julienned carrots, and Italian 
greens (the usual suspects: arugula, 
radicchio, frisée). 

slow night, food emerged from

Last month attended the Hollywood premiere his second produced screenplay, Beautiful Girls, with 
supermodel Elle Macpherson his arm. Next week his debut script, the hip noir Things Denver 
When You're Dead, scheduled open locally. Pretty soon references Rosenberg “the next Quentin 
Tarantino” may give way Tarantino?” How did it? 

“It was completely serendipitous,” recalls. had idea what was going after college. One 
buddies was going out LA. went with him. was doing the shitty jobs and writing screen- 
plays and going film school.” 

USC, Rosenberg bumped into fellow student Gary Fleder, who needed make thesis film. 
Rosenberg agreed write it. Called “Airtime,” caused stir. “Gary became flavor the month 
Premiere. was the short film the season: Cape Fear meets Talk Radio.” 

The death Rosenberg’s father dimmed that triumph. also inspired him write Denver the 
story gangster given hours get out town before gets whacked.

This pattern showy deception and 
mano mano faceoffs the whole movie, 
pretty much the case with Woo’s entire 
repertoire. Hale hasn’t learned his lessons 
well, however: the next thing knows he’s 
plunging into Utah desert after his buddy 
has ejected him from the B-3 order hi- 
jack the two warheads board. These are 
the “broken arrows” the title, the military 
term for missing nuclear weapons.

ever Lola Wants (Lola Gets).” And the re- 
vival does not lack spiffy, spirited choreog- 
raphy (including bit cleat-dancing 
the roof the dugout), some re- 
production Bob Fosse’s, some 
newly created Rob Marshall. Alas, 
one can reproduce Gwen Verdon, the 
original hip-jerking Lola, seductress (and 
Charo impersonator) from Hell. Valerie 
Wright gives the old leg-crossing, 
garter-snapping try, but 
she’s less sensuous 
than supple and far 
too scrawny for 
bombshell.

day the age 83, had

hen Willie Nelson 
years ago, was re- 
warded with the mu- 
sic-industry equivalent 
forced early retirement. prime-time 
network special was held celebrate 
his birthday (it was really good, too; wish 
had taped it), and then was shown the 
door. After years, albums, and 
hit singles them chart toppers 
Columbia Records decided couldn’t 
anything with him anymore. True, the hits

had been drying up, but rarely has coun- 
try-music insider quickly become 
unwanted outsider. terms Willie Nel- 
son’s long, strange career, however, this 
striking combination honor and insult 
was par for the course. Instead quietly 
riding off into the music-history sunset, 
like most aging country stars, joined 
small Texas-based country label, Justice 
Records. His first album, Moonlight Be- 
comes You, opened with “hidden mes- 
sage” blasting his old record company, fol- 
lowed collection supper-club stan- 
dards that were quaint, gallant, and 
outmoded formal kiss the hand. 

just goes show how easily Willie 
Nelson slips among his roles. the past 
has been, among other things, coun- 
trypolitan sophisticate, outlaw redneck, 
Texas patriot, rural folk hero, left-of- 
center rabble rouser, and middle-of-the- 
road snoozer. Now pair new releases 
divide these sides into opposing extremes, 
almost highlight the contradictions. 
the left, Justice Records has Twisted 
Willie, collection weird versions 
Willie Nelson songs performed noted 
nonconformists from Johnny Cash Jello 
Biafra. The title meant both concept 
statement and wink praise. the 
right, Columbia/Legacy offering the of- 
ficial retirement memento, three-CD ret- 
rospective Willie’s glory days the la- 
bel. Ponderously titled Revolutions 
Time the Journey 1975-1993, duti- 
fully covers all the hits and least one 
track from each album during 


Columbia period. third album, Rhino’s 
60-song Willie Nelson: Classic and Un- 
released Collection, might have resolved 
the dialectic presented these records, 
but legal complications pulled from the 
market before almost anyone had chance 
hear including me.) 

their separate ways, both albums seek 
honor Willie Nelson “American 
Legend,” term taken logical extreme 
Emmylou Harris’s prominently dis- 
played quote the booklet Revolutions 
Time: America had one voice, 
would It’s preposterous 
claim, course (who could truly fill it? 
Elvis? Louis Armstrong? Richard 


Nixon?), and yet for anyone who knows 
the outline amazing career, 
will almost ring true. works partly be- 
cause Nelson’s many guises fit Harris’s 
pluribus unum” sentiment, partly because 
has always loved patriotic trappings 
without hint jingoism (flag T-shirts 
and big Fourth July parties for one and 
all). But there’s also something undefin- 
able about his persona you might even 
say something missing that makes the 
equation apt. The rest the world has 
pretty clear opinions about what means 
have always lived here, the adjective 
once enormously powerful and utterly 
amorphous. Defining would like 
defining rock and roll, family values, the 
spirit Christmas. It’s precisely that slip- 
pery quality that makes the only fitting 
descriptive for the original Slick Willie, 
artist who, ex-Nirvana bassist Krist 
Novoselic puts the Twisted Willie liner 
notes, “transcends genre and generation.” 

It’s quality whose origins back 
1959, when 26-year-old Willie Nelson 
released his first singles Pappy 
Records. From almost the very first, 
stylistic label quite fit him. course, 
was only natural that artist born near 
Fort Worth the start the Great De- 
pression should admire both Ernest Tubb 
and Frank Sinatra after all, grew 
when Bob Wills and his Texas Playboys 
were the kings Western swing. But Nel- 
son took the usual panoply influences 
farther than anyone before him: his jazz

phrasing barely fit with the standard oom- 
pah beats; his half-spoken, reserved tone 
was autumnal, melancholic; his simple 
country melodies drifted off into sophisti- 
cated languor. 

Many country fans thought his music 
wasn’t even country, but Nelson tried long 
and hard prove otherwise. Over the next 
years relocated Nashville, moved 
larger independent label, Liberty, and 
then major one, RCA, and wrote big 
hits for other country artists “Hello 
Walls” for Faron Young, “Crazy” for Patsy 
Cline, “Funny How Time Slips Away” for 
Billy Walker. For all that, neither his record 
labels nor the mainstream country audience 
accepted his exquisitely ruminative style for 
what was original, personal, 
supremely adaptive country-pop fusion 
and was never given control 
commercial support craved. 

the early responded grow- 
ing his hair long, leaving Nashville for 
Austin, stripping down his sound folk- 
country essentials (with few rock flourish- 
es), and becoming the original Country 
Outlaw. His new style rejection 
his original approach, just way broaden 
it, deepen it, bring cultural speed. 
When Columbia picked him 1975, 


immediately hit big with critical and com- 
mercial smash, Red Headed Stranger, al- 
bum that kicks off Revolutions Time with 
two classic cuts, “Time the Preacher” 
and “Blue Eyes Crying the Rain.” From 
there on, his career was defined two ma- 
jor events: arrived one the biggest 
country stars America, and his songwrit- 
ing muse, after serving him well through 
his dark days, suddenly left. 

Revolutions Time meticulously 
demonstrates how dealt with the latter: 
tribute albums; albums pop standards; 
live albums; conceptual cover albums; 
hodgepodge albums old hits, made-to- 
order material and occasional new 
song; and, course, duet albums 
there’s whole worth cuts from 
those. Even though this material almost 
all casually performed, it’s testimony 
his diligence that produced much 
it. And it’s testimony his talent that 
the best perhaps his best ever. His 
1978 version “Georgia Mind” 
ranks with Ray Charles’s 1960 tour 
force (and, for that matter, with Mildred 
sweet and sexy version from 
1931). The same goes for “Always 
Mind,” which can compared 
versions Elvis and the Pet Shop Boys. 
could on. 

the end, however, less more. any- 
one subjected Light Rock radio of- 
fice surely knows, Nelson regularly suffers 
gaping lapses taste, and these punctuate 
the collection like pockmarks “To All the 
Girls Loved Before” with Julio Iglesias 
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Kinney lay into “Time the Preacher” with sturm and drang.

only the most infamous crater. Worse, 
the heavy-handed schmaltz and casual driv- 
are symptomatic Nelson’s constant im- 
permanence; even you prograin the 
best cuts, his various guises quickly cancel 
one another out and “transcends genre 
and generation” right into the vapors. Al- 
though his performances were more 
grounded his Columbia period than ever 
before, put his faith serendipity from 
one project the next. That caused him 
turn pop-music principle its head: 
from Red Headed cyclical folk 
tale on, always sounded most natural 
when making concept album.

pumping with metal sturm und drang 
and screeching break (Krist Novoselic, 
Alice Chains drummer Sean Kinney, and 
Johnny 12-string-toting son, John 
Carter Cash, play back-up for extra mythic 
effect). But the very next cut, L7’s ver- 
sion “Three Days,” things start slip. 
like everything these smart, gutsy women 
have ever done, including this, but they 
were obviously still fishing for good ar- 
rangement through the final take, and 
background vocalist Waylon Jennings 
just waiting for the chance his num- 
ber (which dutifully butchers). 

The rest the first half grooves 
pleasantly enough Willie himself juices 
the Supersuckers’ “Bloody Mary 
Morning” with his one-string guitar break; 
the Presidents the United States 
America contribute the shortest and maybe 
best cut with brand new set lyrics 
“Devil Sleeping Bag.” But almost ev- 
eryone reduces Nelson’s material 
rock-and-roll rave-up, were sim- 
ple R&B journeyman and not one the 
most subtle musical craftsmen this 
any era.

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HANNIBAL MARVIN 
PETERSON: 
TRIUMPHANT CROSSING 


Jazz trumpeter and composer Hanni- 
bal (who has also been known 
Hannibal Marvin Peterson) could 
have simply been content with his 
quarter-century career success- 
ful bop performer. But recent 
years idea has obsessed him, the 
same that has inspired other 
African-American jazz composers 
like Duke Ellington, Randy Weston, 
Bob Reid, and John Carter. Hanni- 
bal’s goal has been create large- 
scale opus, somewhere between ora- 


torio and opera, using jazz and more 
than jazz, tell the epic history 
his people’s passage through slavery. 
The recording this audaciously 
ambitious project, African Portraits 
(Teldec), has just been released, and 
marks monumental advance for 
Hannibal’s musical career, and 
overwhelming gift for lovers all 
forms African-American music. 

Recorded concert last year 
Chicago’s Orchestra Hall, Hannibal 
fronted ready for this? jazz 
quartet, the Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra conducted Daniel Baren- 
boim, the Morgan State University 
Choir, the Kennedy-King College 
Community Chorus, the Doris Ward 
Workshop Chorale, four operatic 
singers, various traditional African 
musicians, and handful African- 
American vocalists involved with 
blues and gospel. This seemingly 
endless supporting cast must have 
presented numerous challenges the 
team sound engineers, not men- 
tion the challenges the performers 
and audience faced formulating 
single coherent musical image out 
many seemingly incompatible 
strains. That this recording mov- 
ingly conveys Hannibal’s vision 
credit all parties involved. 

African dramatic struc- 
ture cyclical; it’s bookended tra- 
ditional West African sacred songs 
accompanied “Papa” Bunka Sus- 
kora (African lute). dozen mu- 
sical episodes unfold within this 
frame, succinctly dramatizing the en- 
trance European slave traders into 
Africa, the Middle Passage, slave auc- 
tions, hard times after the Emancipa- 
tion, and the birth the blues and 
jazz, and how those styles resonate 
with people’s African heritage. 

This lot narrative material 
highlight little more than min- 
utes. Hannibal has chosen present 
his history through poetically sung 
text, each lyric offering quick 
overview the emotional and spiritu- 
issues stake slavery and libera-

tion. Massive instrumental and vocal 
resources are deployed sparingly, se- 
lectively. Think musical variety 
show. First African singer enters, 
solo act. leaves the stage opera 
singers and chorus come on, backed 
full orchestra. They perform their 
tale slave-trader sadism and exit 
boy soprano, Brian Smith, appears 
sing his unforgettable plea his 
mother sold into slavery. 

nothing that sounds like 
jazz until more than midway into this 
recording, but when Hannibal and 
his quartet (with pianist Ron Burton, 
bassist Cecil McBee, and drummer 
Cecil Brooks III) enter, there’s 


stopping them. Hannibal plays furi- 
ously well, tossing molten little bop 
phrases all directions, sounding 
like the supreme trumpeter had 
always hoped Freddie Hubbard 
would become. The quartet perform 
their memory New York during 
the heyday bop the 1950s, then 
are blended ever carefully with the 
symphony orchestra players and cho- 
ruses for hopeful anthem, “You 
Can Find Way.” 

this triumphal crossing Han- 
nibal from conventional jazz sym- 
phonic oratorio, there doubt the 
artist has found his path. And that 
path leads Boston. Discussions are 
underway for this piece per- 
formed here. Even this city, where 
hybrid experiments with jazz and 
classical music have long history, 
African Portraits will raise few eye- 
brows. Few fusions deserve the ac- 
colade “masterpiece.”

DIVISION 
NEW BUT NOT RAGGED 


Never let said there isn’t 
streetwise side the band division st. 
“We used play Harvard Square 
with our guitars and little PA,” says 
Jeff Bluestein, pianist and acoustic- 
guitarist for the Boston quartet. “We 
were psyched when sold six cas- 
settes; thought that was the great- 
est thing.” 

But division st. never intended 
incorporate the rawness starting 
new band into their music. Call their 
songs “radio-ready,” call them 
“slick,” just call them sleek pop 
songs division st. are local band 
playing style music that usually 
goes unacknowledged until stops 
being local. 

“The people who would buy divi- 
sion st. record don’t necessarily 
the clubs,” continues Bluestein over 
Super Bowl Sunday brunch with the 
other street residents: singer/guitarist 
Isaac Hasson, bassist Thom Scheller, 
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drummer John Donzzi. “There’s 
big market out there between the 
clubgoers and the concertgoers who 
like buy record and. might come 
see you you came once year 
you play the Orpheum the Cen- 
trum, but never T.T.’s, never 
Mama Kin’s. And sell lot 
records those people.” 

Which goes long way toward 
saying that division st.’s debut album 
will never have struggle under the 
burden being labeled “alternative.” 
Begging comparisons with any num- 
ber more-contemporary songwrit- 
ers like Bruce Hornsby, Sting, and 
Alan Parsons, Standing Ceremony 
(Plaid Cat) collection nine lay- 
ered, occasionally jazzy, 
songs that bear trace the usual 
roughness loose threads associat- 
with debut releases. From the 
opening “Live for You,” an- 
themic, harmony-driven declaration 
laced with piano frippery, the in-

“We had done many things 
while recording,” says Hasson, “it 
took while prepare our music 
from the studio live.” The cru- 
cial word “prepare.” Although they 
save their creative energies for actual 
studio composition, division st. are 
almost hyper-concerned disguise 
themselves band who could 
played any adult contemporary 
station (while recording Standing 
Ceremony, Bluestein would call out, 
the track!”) and not let 
their inexperience show. And with 
carefully laid-out songs, skillful al- 
bum artwork, and avoidance lo- 
cal-scene attachments, doing 
fair job camouflage.

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Citywide tributes the first 
African-American concert star

tenor Roland Hayes, who died 
1977 the age 90, had been 
pop vocalist, call him one 
the great “song stylists.” 
That style was deceptively simple. 
With subtle micro-adjustments rhythm 
and dynamics (those sudden hushed pi- 
anissimos!), made songs come alive 
with rapturous sincerity. His voice was 
velvet, warm and embracing, and his dic- 
tion impeccable, every word, every syl- 
lable told and told story. This was 
true for Bach, Schubert, and Berlioz for 
the spirituals and folk songs started 
early his career sing every recital. 
was also musician uncompromis- 
ing standards. 

the story Hayes the artist. But 
also has biography vital cultural 
and social importance. was born the 
very plantation Georgia where his 
mother had been slave. His formal edu- 
cation ended with the sixth grade, but his 
talent got him admitted Fisk University. 
tour with the Fisk Jubilee Singers 
1911, decided settle Boston and 
study voice. Later, studied London 
with Sir George Henschel, the first con- 
ductor the Boston Symphony. Profes- 
sional management touch black 
classical performer, became his own 
concert promoter. lost his life savings 
$200 giving recital Jordan Hall 


won good reviews. 1923, with 


Pierre Monteux and the Boston Sympho- 
ny, became the first black artist ap- 
pear with major international orchestra. 

Last week, the BSO and the city 
Boston, major outreach effort, cele- 
brated Hayes’s artistry and his legacy. 
There were concerts all over town, includ- 
ing weekend Hayes tribute the BSO, 
with tickets for the open rehearsal. 
AT&T, which co-sponsored the tribute, 
distributed schools across the common- 
wealth 20-minute videotape, “Who 
Roland Hayes?”, prepared WCVB-TV. 
the pre-concert dinner, Judge Julian 
Houston, who the BSO board 
trustees and who spearheaded the celebra- 
tion, told audience that included both 
the mayor and the school superintendent 
Boston, well Hayes’s daughter 
singer/actress/teacher Afrika Hayes- 
Lambe and her two daughters (Erika, 
who dances with the Boston Ballet, and 
Zaida Lambe), that the BSO was “com- 
mitted building bridges every com- 
munity this city.” And indeed, the open- 
ing-night BSO audience was the most 
racially integrated ever seen. But how 
does one get these youngsters, any 
the more prosperous attendees color, 
return Symphony Hall? 

wish the video had been less conde- 
scending both the general audience and 
the targeted students. The biographical 
narrative, including touching comments 
Hayes-Lambe and disciple, tenor 
Rawn Spearman, kept getting interrupted, 
not Hayes’s own chilling recording 
boy,” but two black Boston cops 
handful self-conscious black children. 
monitors scattered around Symphony 
Hall were showing the tape before the 
concert and during the intermission. 

The BSO concert itself was also scat- 
tered with well-intentioned gestures that 
didn’t quite add up. Seiji Ozawa led off 
with the Overture Cosi fan 
tutte, skillfully tossed from woodwind 
woodwind but with spark glint 
(“glintless,” Seinfeld might say). This 
prepared for African-American tenor 
and frequent BSO guest Vinson Cole, who 


sang Ferrando’s arching, lovesick “Un 
aura amorosa” (same opera), and early 
Mozart concert aria praising the Archbish- 
Salzburg two pieces introduced 
the BSO Hayes (the aria his 
1923 BSO debut). Like Hayes, Cole 
restrained, tasteful singer with voice less 
ringing than smoothly even from bottom 
top. The Mozart was almost too pretty, 
and insufficiently shaped Ozawa. The 
dramatic turns Liszt’s ardent Petrarch 
Sonnet No. 104, though, Busoni’s or- 
chestration, provided Cole with the oppor- 
tunity for greater vocal variety. 

After intermission came the first BSO 
performance since 1945 William Grant 
Memoriam: The Colored Soldiers 
Who Died for Democracy (composed 
wartime 1943) dignified and musi- 
cianly funeral march with odd elements 
Native American chant, old-fashioned 
its musical style and rhetoric (repeated 
trumpet fanfares, cymbal crash with slow 
fade-out, English-horn theme right out 
the “Goin’ Home” slow movement 
New World Symphony) its 
title. 

The big event should have been the 
world premiere the AT&T-funded com- 
mission 73-year-old composer George 
Walker, Lilacs, four-part cantata for 
voice (another African-American BSO 
regular, soprano Faye Robinson, though 
the piece was originally announced for 
tenor Cole) and orchestra that sets the 
first three stanzas and the disconnected 
13th stanza Walt Whitman’s Lincoln el- 
egy, “When Lilacs Last the Dooryard 
way, the Still. Frankly, don’t have 
much sympathy for Walker’s murky serial- 
music version Menotti-school lyric- 
recitative murky tone not tex- 
ture, since the instrumentation itself has 
certain glamorously colorful transparency, 
though avoid the TV-music 
clichés that style: tremolo strings, heavy 
brass, and drum roll; ominous brassy 
blurts punctuating pizzicato strings, whis- 
pering flutes, and rattlesnake maracas. 
And the high vocal line rendered Robin- 
son’s diction unintelligible. What good 
setting great poem that can’t un- 
derstood? 

bright, high, sometimes 
shrill sound was less generic and more 
personal (though her diction wasn’t bet- 
ter) the real high point, the spirituals 
she and Cole alternated the end 
the program joy compromised the 
schlocky Pops-style arrangements Kim 
Scharnberg and Lars Clutterham (what 
would Hayes, who did his own moving ar- 
rangements, have thought?). “My soul’s 
been anchored the Lord” began with, 
all things, gritty Kurt klezmer 
brass that disjuncted into Latin beat with 
electric guitar, harp, and triangle. The ac- 
companiment threatened turn the 
exquisite “This little light mine” into 
cocktail-lounge version “Over the Rain- 
bow.” Cole sang “His name sweet” 
some “choo-choo” rhythms; his heart- 
breaking “Let break bread together” 
was served with brass carillon. For all 
vigorous efforts keep the vol- 
ume down, the orchestra often covered the 
vocals. Robinson’s high-flying euphoria 
was catching, despite the phony swing ar- 
rangement the final “Ain’ta that good 
news.” 

The BSO staff worked overtime pre- 
pare this event, and maybe this time the 
intention was more important than the re- 
sult. (What would Hayes have said?) Clos- 
ing night, two uncluttered, unaccompa- 
nied encores Cole’s intensely inward 
“Sometimes feel like motherless chile” 
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and Robinson’s impassioned “City 
Heaven” were the best tribute all 
legacy. 

The following evening, NEC presented 
another tribute Hayes. Hayes-Lambe 
and bass-baritone Mark Pearson, 
been teaching voice NEC for years, 
reminisced about Hayes before recital 
two stellar African-American artists with 
ties NEC. Violist Marcus Thompson 
and baritone (and Pearson now 
Met star) David Arnold, assisted lovingly 
pianists Judith Gordon and John Mc- 
Donald, gave classy performances both 
classical repertoire (Handel, Schumann) 
and what Hayes called “Aframerican reli- 
gious folk songs” arrangements 
Clarence Cameron White (for viola) and 
Hayes himself whose versions are

pher Oldfather. Gunther Schuller’s Bou-

hen the House 
Blues was inaugurated 
Cambridge three 
years ago, the club’s 
dual nature got estab- 
lished from the get-go, two camps 
musicians took the stage opening night. 
Junior Wells, Luther “Guitar Jr.” Johnson, 
and couple Booker T.’s MG’s were 
the genuine legends. Founder Dan 
Aykroyd his Elwood Blues guise, Paul 
Shaffer and his band, and members the 
Commitments provided three generations 
ersatz blues/R&B players. 

Taking the stage this company was the 
14-year-old guitarist formerly known 
Mikey Welch; Aykroyd anointed him 
Monster Mike for the And was 
clear that Welch would heir one 
those traditions just wasn’t clear 
which one. His technical chops and teenage 
charm have since garnered him fast not 
quite free ride. He’s gotten least many 
prestigious gigs the seasoned blues 
artists who live town; overblown words

Vaughan brother they think resemble. 
But doesn’t come from any that.” 

Even “Texas Girl,” which has the 
Vaughan Brothers’ Family Style album 
written all over it? 

“No, what was actually thinking there 
the rhythm guitar Eddie Taylor, the 
guy who played all the Jimmy Reed 
records. For the lead, maybe there’s some 
whoever played the Billy Boy Arnold 
records. Believe not, all the relationship 
songs the album stem from messed-up 
relationships had school.” 

What comes through clearest 
love for his chosen style, and that may 
the best reason give him the benefit the 
doubt. “People ask how learn the blues, 


and say, ‘Listening, enjoying the music, 
feeling it.’ The directness was probably what 
got me. One day heard Albert King and 
said, ‘Oh, get it. This what guitar 
supposed do, and this what speaking 
from the soul supposed mean.’

Supernova and the Drags 
beam into the garage

January 1957, truck driver/ 
Sun session musician Billy Riley 
stumbled into 706 Union Avenue 
and unwittingly changed the tune 
history with wild jag about 
Martians who come down teach the 
Earth how rock and roll. Hey, don’t 
laugh you heard better explanation 
for Elvis Presley? Plus, everyone from the 
Centurions Ziggy Stardust Six Finger 
Satellite knows that the best rock and roll 
comes from outer space, least sounds 
that way. the Misfits once sang (in 
tribute,to the classic teen-exploitation flick 
Teenagers from Outer Space), teenagers 
will always from Mars, least accord- 
ing their folks. 

The Drags, Albuquerque’s kings 
burgeoning retro-futurist teen-exploitation 
revival, cut deliriously chaotic cover 
Bill Riley and His Little Green Men’s “Fly- 
ing Saucers Rock Roll” last year. Tak- 
ing the same song’s message somewhat 
more literally, Supernova claim from 
the planet Cynot and play punk 
rock with eye for world domination 
least stealing all our tinfoil. What the 
two have common bare-bones econ- 
omy and the hope wresting rock from 
the realm serious intentions maybe 
it’s just me, but I'm head-sick serious 
intentions and back simple, rau- 
cous celebration, the “Looney Tune foun- 
tain youth” whose return Lester Bangs 
once foretold. 

“Big Beat! Big Sound! Big Sensation!” 
screams the rear jacket cover the Drags’ 
eight-song mini-album Dragsploi- 
tation Now! (Estrus). Scream queen 
Lorca bass rolls like foghorn 
off the bay midnight; her shrill, blood- 
curdling shrieks cap the two re- 
verb-drenched instrumentals like gun- 
shots. There’s crinkly snare drum smack 
the background, but the main engine 
Strendal’s amphetamine-nervous, 
chopping rhythm guitar dry, stabbing 
tone that’s usually reserved for the 
surf/hot-rod/spy instrumentals Estrus 
specializes but that here gets pressed 
into service fretboard-splintering low- 

The plot reads like the best teen-trans- 
gression farces, only without the sellout 
ending where the kids get locked and 
apologize veil tears. This time, 
they’re out control and taking pris- 
oners. “Teenage Invasion” slightly less 
implausible rewrite the Misfits’ 
“Teenagers from Mars”) sets the tone with 
airborne adolescent hoodlums taking over 
the world shouting “Squares beware!” 


“Mr. Undertaker” has hoodlum dodging 
the Reaper, with effusive sneer 
stopping just short bloody murder; 
know you said that you'd wait for 
time/But know take now you 
could waaauuugh!” And predictably, 
once he’s invaded earth, looked death 
straight the eye, and proclaimed his in- 
dependence, the only thing standing this 
punk’s way dangerous chick the 
wrong side the law: “My Girlfriend’s 
the the young thug warily eyes 
his crime-fightin’ gal, afraid he’s gonna 
her next bust. 

Sesame Street had house punk band, 
would Supernova. their Ages 
and (Amphetamine Reptile/Atlantic), 
the trio exploit the Day-Glo approach 
Green Day and company with exuber- 
ant banality that punk’s new expansive all- 
ages community can relate wholeheart- 
edly. The story goes like this three art 
students tinfoil-mining planet nar- 
rowly escape the destruction their solar 
system homemade spaceship, then 
crash-land Earth, start band trans- 
mit secret messages direct our subcon- 
scious, and marvel like Mork all our 
junky, ephemeral wonders. 

With music based rock and 
lowest common denominator, the power 
chord, why the subject matter 
follow suit? Plus, it’s near impossible 
dispute the transcendent beauty line 
like “Being with you’s like math class/And 
always get F.” Supernova barely both- 
deviate from formula, keeping 
steady barrage tight, hyperactive 
melodies and vocals that suggest Jello Bi- 
afra, Johnny Rotten, Richard Hell, and 
early Talking Heads will all get airplay well 
into the next galaxy. string two- 
minute paeans Oreo cookies, Mentos, 
vitamins, fistfights over chewing gum, 
winter coats, and the ecstasies drooling 
(mind you, those are the songs that are ac- 
tually about something), Ages and 
nearly seductive if, like the 
Ramones’ debut album, didn’t rock from 
beginning end. You can’t help feeling 
that the world deserves Supernova and 
their compulsive bright-shiny-object syn- 
drome, dressing silver jumpsuits and 
shaving their heads cookie-cutter pat- 
terns. “Maybe just missed the ferry that 
takes you the seventh grade,” says 
bassist Art (apparently there are last 
names outer space) the band’s propa- 
ganda. Until punk rock admits missed 
the same boat, casting tinfoil 
with the aliens.
